Warden C. Van Clark of the 
penitentiary said Johnston appar­ 
ently walked away from a small 
house just outside the prison walls 
where he w’as stationed with an­ 
other trusty to watch a pump. 
“ We tracked Johnston in fresh 
snow to about one half mile from 
the prison where tire treads and 
his footsteps Indicated he had met 
a waiting car,” the warden said. 
Police were watching the Boise 
home of Johnston’s mother on the 
chance he w’ould attempt to visit 
her.

More than 50,000,000 pounds of 
American seed has been shipped 
abroad by the Agricultural M ar­ 
keting Administration, now a sec­ 
tion of FD A since the beginning 
of the lend-iease program, it was 
revealed.

However, FDA, a unit in Claude 
R Wiekard's recently formed war 
food agency, also announced this 
new wrinkle in Its seed program— 
the development of “ seed kits” for 
English and other overseas vic­ 
tory gardens. The allies have re­ 
quested large quantities of these 
packages of bean, pea, cabbage, 
carrot, onion and radish seeds. 
British Buy Kits 
Already the British W ar Relief 
Society has bought 80,000 of these 
kits. Sim ilar orders are in from 
the Russian W ar Relief Society, 
American Red Cross and 
other 
agencies. 
These seeds, when they. have 
sprouted into full-grown victory 
gardens, w ill make it possible for 
FD A to cut down on shipments of 
Tanned fruits and vegetables 
to 
the United Nations. 
Thur, both shipping space and 
canned goods will be available to 
those supplying America's over­ 
seas arm ie#.

Young was driving a Ford roadster, which was running without lights.

Latest official reports on the 
steadily progressing third Soviet 
Winter offensive brought the toll 
of Nazi dead to 42,800 in six days. 
Field dispatches indicated that 
Nazi armies trapped in the middle 
Don are being pressed back from 
the Don river elbow toward bomb- 
scarred Stalingrad. 
Two Soviet 
armies, one from the northwest 
and one from the southwest, are 
squeezing the Germans in a dead­ 
ly rice.

A t one point Red army troop* 
surrounded a German 
garrison* 
stormed it and captured a stra­ 
tegic village. 
Blockhouses Taken 
Numerous

Northwest of the Volga indus­ 
trial city the Russians launched 
new attacks and successfully re­ 
pulsed all German counter-meas­ 
ures.

Duisberg Bombed

Air Force planes which hammered 
the city with high explosive block­ 
buster bombs and Incendiaries. 
The attack by the R. A. F. 
was carried out in good weather 
and followed a strong assault 
yesterday by American 
flying 
fortresses 
and 
Liberators 
against the French city of Rom- 
llly-Sur-Seine which marked the 
deepest |»enetration of the oc­ 
cupied 
continent 
by 
United 
States planes. 
Prelim inary reports of the at­ 
tack on Duisberg, 15 miles north 
of Dusseldorf, Indicate that the 
attack was extremely successful.

LOSS OF COOLIDGE 
W 
ASHINGTON—The 
sinking 
of 
the 
Army transport President Coolidge, 
probably 
by 
an 
American mine, 
has 
brought into the open a discussion flourish­ 
ing backstage for sometime as to whether 
the Army or the Navy 
should 
operate 
transports. 
Some Army men have contended that 
the N a v y , while at home in handling fight­ 
ing ships, was not familiar with passenger 
vessels. This point was first raised after 
the burning of the Manhattan at sea en­ 
route home from Europe. 
The Manhattan was being operated by 
the Navy and the cause of the fire still re­ 
mains a mystery. Probably it always will 
be. For after the Manhattan was brought 
to port, the Navy did not permit the FBI 
or any other agency to interrogate those 
aboard. 
On the other hand, the sinking of sev­ 
eral naval transports off the 
Coast 
of 
North Africa, following the Navy landing 
operations, is not chalked up to careless­ 
ness or fault. It is true that most of the ves­ 
sels had unloaded their human cargoes 
and had set out for home without armed 
escorts. However, both the Ai my and Navy 
were anxious to get the transports out of 
the combat zone and it was decided that 
their 
speed 
was 
sufficient 
protection 
against submarines. 
The destroyers and 
escort vessels, it was felt, were more need­ 
ed along the African Coast. 


JAP AND YANK STRATEGY 
'P H E JAPS arc incredibly persistent. That. 
* 
perhaps, is their main characteristic. 
And while persistency is usually a good 
thing, in war or 
peace, there are times 
when it can be carried too fur. 
Repelled again and again from Guadal­ 
canal. Buna and other spots in the Solo­ 
mon Islands, they have 
a1 ways returned 
like hornets driven from then* hest. Those 
places presumably have strategic values, 
but it is hard to dodge the impression that 
pride has as much to do with such efforts 
as strategy has. 
When the Japs have once undertaken 
a job, they insist on doing it. come hell or 
high water. 
And if they are going to fight 
this w a r on a basis of stubborn adherence 
to any step once taken, rather than doing 
it with plans flexible enough to change 
with circumstances, then they are going to 
get into trouble. 
For they are up against 
an enemy who is lively and open-minded 
enough to turn on a 
dime and change 
strategy overnight. 


BATTLESHIP ON REEF 
In addition to these losses, Hie Navy 
had a big battleship go on a reef in the 
South Pacific. She has now been repaired, 
so that knowledge of the accident can be 
of no value to the enemy. Nevertheless, 
Army transport officers point out that the 
Navy, though supposed to be skilled in na­ 
vigation. is not infallible, 
Tim President Coolidge ?, un the other 
hand, was under tile Army. operated for 
a time by the W ar Shipping Administra­ 
tion. Here again, however, the Navy is get­ 
ting some of the blame on the ground that 
it did not properly inform tile Coolidge of 
the presence of mines. 
One solution to the controversy put 
forward in Anay circle* is to place all of 
the transports under the Coast Guard. Its 
personnel are trained in operating coastal 
waters, are expert mariners, yet are sub­ 
ject to tile final authority of the Navy. 
Whatever the solution, the loss of the 
big fast passenger vessels 
seriously 
re­ 
duces our ability to send troops abroad in 
a hurry, and further losses must be pre­ 
vented at any cost. 


Next year, they say, is going to be “the 
toughest war year.”
